“Seth” Sheppard, teacher at the 
“one-room” school in Niles township, 

whose agricultural class is being 
watched by educators over America, 
has made his first report showing the 
development of 29 farmers among his 
pupils. 

The report, submitted to E. J. 
Tobin, county superintendent of 
schools, showed that during the 1914 

growing season the 29 youthful farm- 
ers “banked” $645.48 and the returns 
are not all in yet. The total profits 
will reach nearly $2,000., 

It was less than a year ago'that Mr. 
Tobin conceived the idea of adding 
“in the field” agricultural work to 
the school curriculum, He wanted to 
dignify the farming profession, make 
tillers of the soil and encourage coun- 
try life. 

“Seth” Sheppard’s school, more, 
technically known as district No. 73, 
or the East Prairie school, 12 miles 
north of Chicago, was selected for the 


experiment, It was necessary that the | 


teacher be employed 12 months in- 
stead of nine. When school closed the 
teacher took up his work on the 
farms with his pupils. 

“Seth” Shepard became America’s 
first “tramp schoo. teacher.” He 
went from field to fleld instructing the 
children, ;

Poultry is Needed 


Egg Statistics sGamalled by Poultry 
Experts of Dominion Department 
of Agriculture 
Canada is short fifteen hundred 
thousand hens, averaging one hun- 
dred eggs per year. Canada in 1914 
imported two hundred thousand dol- 
lars’ worth more poultry than she 
exported, and imported eggs to the 
enormous amount in value of $2,500,- 
000 in excess of her shipments abroad. 
These are the somewhat surprising, if 
not alarming, statements made by 
the poultry division of the Dominion 
department of agriculture, from 
which also emanates the important 
announcement that Britain took from 
Belgium, France, Russia, Germany, 
and Austria-Hungary, in the avail- 
able months of 1914:three million dol- 
| lars’ worth of poultry and 136,000,000, 
or sixteen hundre¢e and thirty-two 
million eggs—sufficient to give two 
| million, two hundred and thirty-five 
|thousand, six hundred and sixteen 
people two eggs apiece for every day 
in the year. Such facts must surely 
convey a world of meaning to poul- 
try breeders in Canada. Th cts 
are further emphasized by t state- 
ment that the average egg yield per| 
hen in this countrv is but 80 eggs | 
which, we are further as- 
sured by experts, could, by careful 
feeding and housing be in- 
creased to 180 eggs per hen per year.

The Press Bureau's official eye-wit- 
ness at the British front sends a new 
version of German aims gleaned from 
captured German officers, who say 
that the Austrian empire is to be dis- 
membered, part of it going to Italy 
and part of it to Germany. This is the 
price, according to these officers Aus- 


tria must pay for the failure of her | 


arms. 

It is said in addition by these men 
that Germany will insist upon the 
annexation of Belgiurn to a new Ger- 
man confederation, to include all Ger- 
manic peoples and the Scandinavians. 
Antwerp, according to these views, 
which are proncunced with great as- 
surance, is to be made an interna- 
tional port, and the whole of this 
scheme {s to be brought about through 
the offices of the Pope. 

“Conversation with captured offic- 
ers and the better educated prisoners 
has thrown considerable light on the 
views of the general situation now 
held by the German army. 

“It is freely acknowledged that Ger- 
many started the war, but opinion 
seems to be divided regarding her in- 
tention to occupy Belgium permanent- 
ly.

The belief is 
that she would have advanced 
through South Belgium and Luxem- 
burg, thinking Great Britain would 
take it in the right way, as long as 
Germany maintained that she desired | 
no territory in Europe no‘ already oc- 
cupied by German-speaking people It 
is admitted that Germany’s strategic | 
frontier in the Vosges must be im- 
proved. 

“The most important point in the 
views now held is a frank admission 
that since the Austrians have failed 
so badly in the present way and have 
had to be bolstered up by the armed 
strength of Geriaany she will have to 
pay for it and must bleed. 

“The German prisoners hold that! 
the Austrian empire will cease to 
exist. The Germans will give away, 
some of its territory to Italy, and will | 
include the German speaking portion 
of Austria’ in the German empire, | 
and also Luxemburg. | 

“The Germans will welcome the 
Duchy of Poland as a buffer between , 
themselves and Russia, and will in- 
sist on Belgium joining the German 
zollerein, Antwerp becoming an in-

It Has Many Advantages Over Those 
in Use by Othe: Nations 

The British navy has developed .a 
new type of mine, which, according to 
tie Scotsman, marks a new era in this. 
branch of warfare. The German and 
French oflating mines have not pre- 
sented such a very d.fficult problem, 
because it has 'een comparatively 
easy to sweep them up, owing to their 
suspension tackle, The new British 
mine has no floats and no tackle It 
can be ejected from a torpedo tube or 
incontinently thrown overboard. If 
desired, it can be set to rest on the 
sea floor until the minute chosen by 
those placing it, when it will come 
up, not to the surface, but’ to the 
proper depth at which to meet the 
rushing bows of a ship. 

As soon as the mine, floating free, 
reaches a certain cepth there is set 


| up a series of movements which put 
| into operation a tiny propeller, and 


this promptly kicks the mine up to 
the proper level, and then stops un- 
til again called upon, It is not a 
mine easily caught in sweeping op- 
erations, as it progresses under water 
in a series of slow “leaps,” which 
never reveal it, as it cannot leap bee 
yond its fixed limit of buoyancy.

Geod- Roads: 
Get Attention 


Many Experts Give Advice at Conven- 
tion Attended by 2,000 
Delegates 

The second Canadian and Interna- 
tional Good’ Roads convention was 
held at Toronto recently. About 2,000 
delegates were in attendance from all 
parts of Canada and from the United 
States, 

George ©. Diehl, engineer, Erie 
county, N.Y., addressed the delegates 
on “Road Construction in New York 
State,” outlining the work on the New 
York roads. He pointed out that 
there gre 15 kinds of rqads in the 
state. This is necessary, he said, be- 
cause different kinds of traffic call 
for different kinds of roads. 

He thought the proviace could not 
do better than follow the example of 
hig state.in the building of its good 
roads by bond issues.

If good roads are 
laid over the gountry thé people of 
the cities will benefit through better 
facilities for the farmer getting his

g0od roads, but to start at the mar- 
ket and make the road good to the 
end of the province, 

G. W. Tilson, president of the 
American Road Builders’ association, 
spoke on “Wearing Surfaces,” show- 
ing the necessity of careful consider- 
ation of which surface was most dur- 
able for the clags of traffic which 
would pass over the projected roads, 
There ensued considerable discussion 
on this, subject, t 

J. L. Squire, of Waterford, Ont., 
spoke on “The Ways and Means to 
Meet the Cost of Building Roads.” 

President Falconer of the Univers- 
ity of Toronto, and B. Michaud, de- 
puty minister of roads, Quebec, and A. 
McGillivray, chairman of the Provin- 
cial Highways. commission, Manitoba, 
were the principal speakers. J. W. 
Levesque, M.P.P. fur Laval (Quebec), 
made an eloquep’ plea for the time 
“when the good road problem shall be 
lifted entirely from the realm of poli- 
tics, when the movement shall know 
no party. When you ghall travel on 
fine highways to visit us down in 
Quebec, and when our children shall 
all speak English as well as we now 
speak French.”

Wireless System 
- for H. B. Line 


First Station In the Straits to be Ee 
tablished This Year * 

At a recent sitting of the house of 
commons there was a discussion in 
regard to survey work in Hudson Bay 
which was productive of the announce- 
ment by the ministor that during the 
coming season the first wireless sta- 
tion will be placed on Hudson Strait 
Thig station will be able to communi- 
cate with the wireless stations at Nel- 
son and The Pas. 

Mr. Oliver said that in order to 
keep in touch with ice conditions 
there should be more than one wire- 
less station on the strait, and the 
minister agreed. He also stated that 
12 beacons have already been placed 
in the straits, 

Mr, Hazen read the first report of 
the department in regard ‘to ice con- 
ditions in Hudson Bay and Strait..It 
stated that conditions vary a great 
deal in different seasons. In 1914 the 
strait was ice-free for only three 
months. 

W. Sharpe of Lisgar said the report 
wag discouraging. He had read re- 
ports of Hudson Bay captains who 
declared that the waters of the strait 
were navigable for several months of 
the year. Theso men, he said, must 
have been well acqusinted with con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Oliver said that the length of 
the season was in the hands of Provid- 
ence. The fact remained that the 
trade of a large area had been dono 
by this route for the past 200 year1. 
With an improvement of facilities it 
would continue in the same way for 
the next 200 years. | 

There was a vote of $50,000 for the 
Patrol of northern waters and in this 
connection Mr. Oliver asked what the 
government was doing in regard to 
the quest of Mr, Stefansson and his 
missing party. 

The’ minister replied’ that he had 
talked the matter over with Capt. 
Bartlett and that he was of the opin- 
fon that there was a bare possibility 
that Stefansson had made his way 
over to Siberia and would be found if 
he were able to kerp alive. However, 
{t was not thought to be a probability. 

Mr. Oliver asked what part this 
government had taken in the rescue 
of Capt. Bartlett and his party. 

Mr. Hazen answered that, on re- 
ceiving a message from Capt. Bart- 
lett they had got into touch with the 
Russian and United States govern- 
ments and notified all vessels in the 
north as far as possible. The United 
States revenue cutter Bayard had been 
of great assistance, but the American 
government would not allow the Can- 
adian government to defray any part 
of the expense. The actual requisi- 
tion was made the King and Wing, a 
Norwegian vessel for the government 
had remunerated the master of that 
vessel in a manner which was quite 
satisfactory to him. 

Mr. Oliver said he kad seen an art- 
icle in Harper's Magazine which re- 
flected on the Canadian government 
for not taking more active measures 
for the relief of Mr. Stefansson. He 
did not think the facts reflected much 
credit on Canada. Mr. Hazen stated 
that the government now had three 
ships in the north on the lookout and 
all the vessels going north were ad- 
vised to be on watch. The matter 
had been carefully considered by his 
officials, and he thought that every- 
thing possible was being done, There 
had been a gentleman who wanted the 
government to conduct an aeroplane 
expedition in search of Stefansson; 
but that was considered impracticable. 
It was after that gentleman's offer 
was declined that the articles reflect- 
ing on the government had begun to 
appear.

When the British cruisers haa, by 
superior force, hammered the Dres- 
den into gubjection, the German offic- 
ers and crew were taken off the ves- 
sel before jt sank and were made 
prisonerg of war. _ 

Before these prisoners were taken 
the British had made about an even 
thousand German prisoners in the dif- 
ferent sea fights that had occurred, 
the men being, in mos’ cases, those of 
the enemy rescved from the ocean 
after the ships they were on had been 
sunk by British , guns. 

In sea fights, the Germans, where 
successful, have taken no prisoners. 
(Chey have rescue¢c no British from 
the sea. Where thy had the upper 
hand they slew and spared not. 

In cases where the British won and 
sunk enemy cruisers the German lives 
lost numbered about 6,000 and the 
rescued about 1,700, 

Where the Germans won and sunk 
our cruisers the British lives lost 
numbered about 6,000, and the res- 
cued were—none, 

These figures are roughly accurate, 
and they are highly significant of the 
spirit that aniamtes the two races in 
this war. The Britisu are big enough 
confident and sure enough of their 
destiny, to adhere to civilized usages, 
even if they must do it alone.

Public notice is hereby given 
that the followmg by-law has 
been introduced in the council 
and that unless within twenty 
days after the last insertion of 
this notice at least ten resident 
electors uf the village petition 
the council to submit such By- 
law to the vote of the resident 
electors of the village the coun- 
cil will proceed to pass the same. 


BY-LAW No. 16 


The COUNCIL of the VILLAGE OF 
EMPRESS enacts as follows :— 

1. Hereinafter, except where specifi- 
cally named or the context implies, any 
word used importing sex, shall apply 
equally to both sexes, and similarly the 
singular shall imply the plural and vice 
versa. 

The word animal shall include any 
stallion, horse, mare, gelding, colt, bull, 
ox, cow, heifer, steer, calf, goat, mule, 
jack, ass, sheep, pig, Jamb, and also any 
animal terae naturae in which anyone 
hasacquired a right of property. 

The word poultry shall apply to any 
bird usually kept on a farmyard for food 
or profit, including hens, geese, ducks, 
turkeys, et cetera, 

This By-Law purports to restrain the 
running at large of animals and poultry 
as above detined. 

An animal or poultry shall be deemed 
to be at large immediately they have left 
the property or premises of their owner, 
and are so abroad on the property or 
protege of another without his know- 
ledgé or permission, or without someone 
in charge of them. 

Until altered or amended by a Resolu- 
tion of the Council, this By-Law shall be 
in foree during the whole year, and shall 
be held to attect that part of the Village 
of Empress enclosed by and including 
Fonrth Street West, Railway Avenue, 
Second Street East, and Sixth Avenue. 

2. The Village Council shall from time 
to time appoint a Poundkeeper who 
shall hold oftice during the pleasure of 
the Council, and who shall before enter- 
ing on the duties ot his office give such 
security to the Village as the Council 
shall trom time to time fix upon by 
resolution, conditioned that he will well 
and truly discharge the duties of his 
office, and pay to the Secretary Treasurer 
of the Village all monies which shall 
come into his hands as Poundkeeper, 
and that he will, in every case where 
any person shall sustain damage by any 
unlawful exercise of his ottice pay to 
such person the amount of damages he 
may recover in any Court of competent 
jurisaiction. 

2. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to suffer his animal or poultry to run at 
large at any time within the pound 
district of the Village of Empress, defined 
and restricted as aboye mentioned, and 
when any animal or rouliry are bein 
driven from, to, or through the sai 
pound district, it shall not be lawful to 
allow them to graze or loiter therein. 

3. It shall be lawful for the Pound- 
keeper, and he is hereby required to 
impound any animal or poultry if found 
running at large contrary to the provi- 
sions of this By-Law, and shall detain 
the same until the owner thereof shall 
haye paid over and above any claim for 
damages for trespass, the cherges exigible 
under the provisions of this By-Law, or 
on default, until they are sold. 

4. Any person claiming any damage 
for trespass by any animal or poultry 
impounded may at any time before the 
animal or poultry is released, deliver to 
the Poundkeeper a statement in writing, 
showing the amount of his demand. 

(b). Upon the receipt of such state- 
ment the poundkeeper shall apply to the 
Reeve or to uny one of the Councillors 
of the Village, or to a Justice of the 
Peace, who is hereby authorised and 
required to forthwith summon_ three 
disinterested inhabitants of the Village, 
and such three appraisers or any two of 
them shall within twenty-four hours 
after notice as aforesaid, view the ground 
on which the animal or poultry were 
found doing the damage and appraise 
the damage committed, and the deter- 
mination of a majority of the appraisers 
shall be conclusive as to the amount of 
such damages and they shall, within 
twenty-four bours after having made the 
view, give in writing to the poundkeeper 
a statement of tbe amount of damages 
assessed by them, and said amount shal

«be the amount to be collected from the 


owner or to be retained from the sale of 
the animal or poultry as damages, by the 
poundkeeper. 

5. If any poundkeeper impounds or 
assists or encites or employs Pate person 
to impound any animal or poultry that 
are not estrays or are trespassing on the 
poundkeepers own land, he shall, in 
addition to any civil liability he. may 
incur by reason thereof, be guilty of an 
offence and liable on summary conviction 
to a penalty not exceeding $100.00, 

6. Every poundkeeper shall keep the 


| pound to which he is rae clean 


and in good repair, and shall supply the 
animals and poultry impounded therein 
with sufficient and wholesome sustenance, 
and provide for them such shelter as is 
commonly provided at the time for 
animals of similar age and class in the 
vicinity, and the poundkeeper may send 
such animals out of his pound at fit 
times and to fit places for grazing or 
watering and every poundkeeper shall 
be responsible to the owner of any 
impounded animal or poultry for the 
loss or damage occasioned by any act or 
negligence of himself or his agent. In 
no case shall an open wire corral be 
regarded as a suitable pound. 

7. If the owner of any impounded 
animal is known to the poundkeeper as 
the owner of such animal or poultry, 
the poundkeeper shall forthwith deliver 
at or mail by registered post to the 
address of uct) owner a notice in the 


form hereinafter provided. In case such 
owner is not known, or such owner or 
person notified shall not within ten days 
after the posting or delivery of such 
notice appear at the pound and release 
the animal so impounded, by the pay- 
ment of the lawful fees, mileage rates 
and appraised claim for damage, the 
poundkeeper shall cause to be inserted 
once each week for two consecutive 
weeks in some newspaper circulating in 
the district of the pound a notice in the 
form hereinafter provided :— 

‘* Notice is hereby given that (des- 
cription of animal impounded, giv- 
ing registered brands, if any, marks 
and points) was impounded in the 
pound kept by the undersigned on 
(description of place where pound is 
located) on.,...... day of........ 19...’"

8. The Poundkeeper shall without 
charge in addition to any copies of any 
notice which he may be required under 
this By-Law to post or deliver, post a 
copy of every such notice in a conspicuous 
place at his pound and in the nearest 
post Office and shall keep and maintain 
such notice at his pound during the 
whole of such time such notice may 
refer to. 

9. When any animal or poultry shall 
not have been released from the pound 
within twenty days after the notice has. 
been inserted for the last time in a 
newspaper us herein previgedt the said 
animal or poultry shall be sold by public 
auction after notice of such sale shall 
have been posted for eight days in three 
conspicuous places within the Village, 
one of which shall be the it office 
nearest the pound and at such sale the 


Poundkeeper shall be the auctioneer ; 
and such sale shall be held at the pound 
or at such other place as may be 
designated by By-Law of the Villuge and 
shall commence at the hour of two o'clock 
in the afternoon and the Poundkeeper 
shall not either in person or by his agent 
purchase any animal or poultry at such 
sale or have any interest of any kind in 
any animal so purchased. 

10. If more than one animal is impound- 
ed and the owner thereof is known, the 
Poundkeeper shall only sell sufficient of 
such animals to satisfy the claims for 
damages, expenses and fees chargeable 
against the animals and the owner of the 
animals shall be entitled to those remaining 
unsold. 

If the owner of the animals ie unknown 
the Poundkeeper shall sell all the animals 
impounded. 

The Poundkeeper shall immediately 
after the sale send to the treasurer a 
description of the animal sold, the date 
of the sale, the amount realised and the 
disposition thereof. 

11. No Poundkeeper riakipe a sale 
under the provisions of this By-Law ehall 
be liable to a penalty for selling without a 
license as an auctioneer. 

12. The proceeds of the sale of any 
impounded animal or poultry sold under 
the provisions of this By-Law shall be 
applicable in payment: 

(a) Of any coste and charges attending 
such sale; 

(b) Of all sustenance fees ; 

(c) To the impounder of such animal 
of the amount due to him for capturing 
and impounding the same, if any, and to 
claimant for damage done ; and the residue, 
if any, shall be paid to the owner of such 
animal, or if not claimed at the time of 
such sale by any person entitled thereto, 
to the treasurer Of the village. 

13. Any money received by the Treas- 
urer under the provisions of the next 
preceding section shall be paid to the 
owner of the animal sold on evidence 
satisfactory to the Council being furnished 
as to applicant's title thereto and applica- 
tion therefor being made to the Council 
within twelve months from the date of the 
sale; otherwise such money shall form 
part of the general revenue of the Village. 


14, The Poundkeeper shall keep a book 
in which he shall enter a description of 
every animal impounded by him, with 
the name of the person who took or sent 
the same to be impounded, the day and 
hour on which the same was received, 
redeemed or sold, and the amount of 
damages, penalty and fees paid by the 
party redeeming the same, or the proceeds 
of the sale (if any), and on the last da 
of each month the Poundkeeper shall 
make a return to the Treasurer of his 
transactions for the month, detailed as 
aforesaid, and shall pay in and account for 
all fees, penalties and damages received 
by him as aforesaid. 

15, The owner of any impounded ani- 
mal may give notice In writing to the 
Poundkeeper that he intends to complain 
to a Justice against the person impoundin 
such animal, and upon receipt of suc 
notice and on deposit with the Pound- 
keeper of the amount claimed for dama- 
ges, together with the pound and other 
authorised charges, the Poundkeeper she!! 
release such animal and shall retain such 
amount subject to the order of the justice 
as hereinafter provided. 

16. Such complaint may be upon one 
of the following grounds :— 

(a) That the impounding was illegal; or 

(b) That the damages claimed are ex- 
cessive; or 

(c) That the impounding was illegal 


Prop. | but thet in any event the damages claimed 
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are excessive ; 

but the Justice shall not enquire into any 
complaint, notice of which has not been 
given, or in which the complaint was not 
aid within forty-eight hours after giving 
notice as aforesaid. 

17. On the lodging of a complaint, the 
Justice shall institute the like proceedings 
as are authorised under part XV. of the 
Criminal Code of Canada, 1906, and 
upon hearing the complaint the Justice 
may determine the matter of such com- 
plaint ; and if the Justice 

(a) Adjudges that the animal was il- 
legally impounded as claimed, the Justice 
shall order the said animal (if not released) 
to be restored to the owner, or (if 
released) the money deposited with the 
Pcundkeeper to be repaid; and in either 
event the Justice shall order the impoun- 
der to pay the costs ot the proceedings 
and all fees the Poundkeeper is lawtully 
entitled to; or 

(b) Finds on a complaint laid as in 
subclause (b) of Section 16, that the 
damages claimed are excessive, then the 
Justice shall order the excess and the 
owners costs of the proceedings to be paid 
to the owner by the Potindkeeper out of 
the money paid in by the owner, and if no 
money has been so paid in by the owner, 
the Justice shall order the payment forth- 
with of the amount of the damages so 
fixed less the costs of the proceedings, and 
in default of such payment the animal 
impounded shall be sold and the proceeds 
applied as directed by this By-Law; or 

(c) Adjudges that the animal impound- 
ed was legally impounded or that the 
amount of the damages sustained was not 
leas than the amount claimed by the 
impounder, then the Justice shall make an 
order for payment forthwith of the amount 
claimed and all pound and other author- 
ised fees, together with the costs of the 
proceedings, and in default of such pay- 
ment the animal impounded shall be sold 
and the proceeds applied as directed by 
this By-Law ; or 

(d) Finds on a complaint laid as in 
subclause (c) otf section 16, that the 
animal was legally impounded but that 
the damages sustained by the impounder 
were less than claimed, the Justice shall 
make an order as directed by paragraph 
(b) of this section, but shall not allow 
costs to either party and proceedings shall 
be taken on the order as provided by said 
paragraph. 

18. Nothing in this By-Law contained 
shall deprive the owner of any animal 
impounded of any action, remedy or right 
that he may have at common law or 
otherwise by reason of the samebeing un- 
lawfully seized, distrained or impounded: 

Provided always that if any action be 
brought against a Poundkeeper for anything 
done by him under this By-Law, he may 
plead not guilty to such action; and if on 
the trial of such action it is made to 
appear that the Poundkeeper on demand 
being made to him therefor, gave to the 
plaintiff or his agent the name of the per- 
son who drove the animal to the pound, 
and that he in all respects acted within his 
duties and powers as Poundkeeper, judg- 
ment shall then be given for him with 
costs. 

19. Nothing herein contained shall 
prevent the owner of any lands trespassed 
upon, or of any, property destroyed, from 
waiving the rights created by thie By-Law 
and bringing hie action for damages or 
otherwise in any other court of competent 
jurisdiction, 

20. The folkowing shall be the tarriff of 
the Poundkeepers fees for impounding any 
animal under this By-Law :— 


For each stallion or jack. . . .$ .50 
For each bu .50

Provided that the total Poundkeeper’s 
fees, not including commission on sales, 
shall not exceed $10 and disbursements for 
advertising. 

For posting notices, each such notice 
to include all such animals im- 
pounded at one distress . . .$ 1. 

For notice in newspaper: actual cost. 

For selling impounded animals as 
directed by the By-Law; 235 % commis- 
sion upon the amount realised by the sale. 

For attending for summonses and 
serving same on appraisers, each 25c. 
and 10c. per mile one way for each 
mile necessarily travelled. 

(b) The amount to be allowed the 
Poundkeeper for the care and sustenance 
of each animal for each day or portion of 
a day shall be as follows :— 


For each stallion or jack. . . .$ 1.00 
Foreach bull ......... -50 
For each other animal. ....  .25 
For each bird, poultry... . . -05 


(c) The amount to be allowed the 
owner or tenant of any land in the Village 
for capturing or impounding a stallion or 
bull of one year old or upwards at large 
contrary to this By-Law, shall be $5 and 
on receiving settlement or realizing from 
sale said amount shall be paid over to the 
person entitled by the Poundkeeper.

MORE PRODUCTION TO.ACRE AND STAPLE CROPS 


In Times of National Peril, Personal Preferences Should Give 
Way to National Needs, and Those who are not Helping 


Our Country Aoroad 


Apparently there are some persons 
fm Canada who ao not understand the 
mature and object of the campaign 
now being carried on, through ¢con- 
ferences and the press, looking to 
greater food production. We might be 
tempted to suggest that they could be 
doing better if they would try to un- 
ders.aud the nature of the campaign, 
and the reasons for it before rushing 
in to criticize it or condemn it. In a 
time of national peril, when true con- 
ception of citizenship leads men to 
try to do their best for their country, 
the least that might be expected is 
tnat those who are doing nothing be- 
yond following their ordinary voca- 
tions, and who are untouched by, or 
are indiferent to, the war condiuous, 
should at least not hamper those who 
are trying to do something, even 
thouga it may not be tne best or in ac- 
cordance with others’ views.  Per- 
haps in time, as th. war and its aw- 
ful effects come nearer and nearer 
to us, we shall find all the people 
striving to contribute something, even 
it in tneir effort mistakes may be 
made, In times of national peril per- 
sonal preferences should give way to 
national needs. Those who go to the 
front have their duty clearly defined, 
in the trenches. They can turn back 
to us, and say, “What are you at home 
doing to help us? We nave lett be- 
hind a place t> be )-lled, a wor : to be 
done. Do your duty there as we aie 
trying to do our duty here.” 

And what is the duty of those of 
us who do not go to the front? Clear- 
ly and unmistakably it is that of in- 
creasing as much as possible the food 
go necessary for the empire. And 
why? First and foremost, for patriotic | 
reasons, The empire has told us that 
she needs. all. the food that we can 
produce, Some people question the 
advisability or the necessity of this 
line of appeal. The man that can 
see no patriotism in production when 
fstence is himsel. most in ~ need 
of patriotic stimulation. What Canada 
meeds most of all today is patriotic 
enthusiasm. The man who feels, when 
he is holding the plow and sowing nis 
eeed and reaping his wheat, that he is 
doing it not merely for himself but 
also for his brother Canadian who ‘s 
risking life in the trenches or in the 
bayonet charge will do it with lighter 
heart. Gcd help Canada if this year 
all the grain is grown and all ‘the 
stock is produced ard fed merely for 
personal gain or the dull force of 
necessity. Are the farmers of different 
blood from other people? Sentiment, 
enthusiasm, loyalty, patriotism—do 
these mean nothing to them? I am 
prepared to bank the future of Can- 
ada on the true: loyalty and patriot- 
4gsm of the farmers: tf they did not 
have it our future would not be wort. 
much. And that patriotism can be 
stimulated. 

Secondly, we base our appeal on 
gratitude. When over seven million 
people sacrifice their farms, their fac 
tories and their people, for freedom, 
for liberty, for humanity, for us, there 
@hould be no hesitation in our res- 
sponse, All history, sacred or profane, 
shows no parallel. We are enjoying 
comfort and safety because brave lit 
tle Belgium stood up as a peopl» to 
withstand the oncoming rush of Prus- 
@ian militarism that aimed to crus 
the liberty and safety of France and 
the British empire. Consider what 
might have happened if Belgium also 
had considercd as “a scrap of paper” 
the treaty that Britain guaranteed 
After relying on the strength of that 
treaty and p‘ospering because of it 
for nearly eighty years, it is sudden 
ly torn to fragments, What does it 
mean to us? A people as numercus 
as Canadians will stand by it and sac- 
rifice themselves for it. Have we no 
gratitude that we are not reduced to 
a German colony or forced to pay an

indemnity that would' have placed a 
mortgage on every home and every 
farm in Canada? We owe it to our 
children to show our gratitude by pro 
ducing more for Belgium and for 
France and for our empire, 


Thirdly, we have our duty to Can- 
ada, Shall we continue as a nation? 
We have borrowed nearly three pil- 
lion dollars to build our railroads, our 
canals and our harbors, to carry on 
our governmental undertakings, to 
equip our cities, to construct our 
great industrial planter. This country 
is like a farmer who has borrowed 
five thousand dollars from the bank 
to improve his property. Suddenly 
the call comes to meet the obliga- 
tion. What is to ke done? We must 
raise the money, or we are bank- 
rupt. Canada ‘has the resources which 
must be called on now to produce 
more. The most productive resourcs 
is the farm, and now the national 
appeal is for the farms of Canada 
to increase production, so that our 
exports shail be increased to meet our 
obligations in the foreign markets, 
particularly in England. It is a na- 
tional problem, not merely a farmers’ 
problem. It can be met if all the oper- 
ating forces will co-operate. Better 
transportation facilities are called 
for, more agricultural credit is need- 
ed, more labor will be of great help. 
The railroads and steamship com- 
panies must not hamper by increas- 
ing rates; the banks should under- 
stand that in this special call they 
have a duty to perform; the towns 
and cities should help to distribute 
the surplus labor, Unless all these 
organizations realize that this is a 
national question calling for hearty 
co-operation we shall not meet fully 
the empire's call. 

Finally, there is the duty of the in- 
dividual to himself. Increased pro- 
duction means more for everyone who 
meets this call, more for himself and 
his family. And this applies to the 
city and town man—the man with the 
backyard and the vacant, lot. Unpro- 
ducing land in town and city will this 
year show a lack of patriotism, Any 
town or city in Canada that this year 
has unproductive land with idle work- 
ers will be guilty of a national crim. 

Three propositions have becn put 


up to the farmers of Canada in til's | 


government campaign: 

1. Grow staple vops, such as can 
be stored and transported, There will 
be a special demand for wheat, oats, 
peas, beans and flax 

2. Increase production per acre 
rather than increase acreage. Better 
cultivation and the best seed will 
double or treble the yield under favor- 
able weather conditions. 

3. Particular attention should be 
given to live stock.

Our Duty Is Self-Denial, Self-Sacrifice, 
the Laying Down of Life-Blood 
for Greater and Deeper 
Things 
“It needed this one supreme strug- 
gle to teach the world that when an 
enemy is grappled with the British 
empire, or part of the empire, he 
grappled with the whole. The British 
empire is stronger today than ever 
before. It will signalize to neutrals 
that it is more than name; it will 
demonstrate that the one great unity 
is to be reckoned with as a whole, 
and not in sections. The empire will 
be a power for peace that never ex- 
isted before, and go far to solve the 
international relations of the world.” 

These were the words of Sir George 
Foster in a speech before a Toronto 
audience, His address was an eloquent 
patriotic appeal aad a masterly review 
of the world-struggle and the part of 
the empire in the crisis and after the 
vanquishing of th, foe. From the 
start politics played no part in his 
address, 

“Never after this will a German 
Emperor or any other emperor play 
bluff as did the Kaiser,” said Sir 
George. “This war will sadden us, 
but it will make us a more serious 
people. It will teach us that there is 
something more to live for than 
business, speculation and pleasure; it 
will teach us to look back on the 
past; teach us that the liberties given 
to us were given to keep and pass on. 
Our work is never done. Our duty is 
self-denial, self-sacritice, the laying 
down of life blood for immeasurably 
deeper and greater things; for things 
eat make for national and Imperial 

e. , 

“This war has been a lesson to the 
world and to the Empire itself. I 
don’t think we in Canada have had 
our whole lesson yet. It has been 
splendid the way the Canadian people 
have risen to the occasion, Through 
the whole empire the people have 
stood as one man. F[efore the war 
we heard much of imperial federa- 
tion and other theories. In the heat 
of the conflict ‘British and imperial 
unity is absolutely assured. 

“In the early stages of the war we 
heard often the pronouns ‘they’ and 
‘them.’ Now we have come to a bet- 
ter frame of mind, merged ourselves 
into the mother country, and men 
don’t go to fight for ‘them’ but for 
‘us.’ If it’s worth that to the empire 
now it’s worth a mighty lot more to 
the future of the world, It was a great 
lesson to Europe when Canada stood 
up in the Boer -var and helped Brit- 
ain, 

“We shouldn't deceive ourselves as 
we contemplate the long lines at the 
front in Europe. It ig only sacrifice of 
men that will bring victory. We must 
come to the conclusion that Canada 
must send more men; the cup of sac- 
rifice is not yet filled up.”

No One Knows What It Will Do or 
Where It Wiil Come to Rest 

It has been truly said that, once 
you fire a bullet from a modern rille, 
none can forecast what it will do or 
where it will ultimate!y come to rest, 
Even when a bullet has an unirter- 
rupted course, says Mr. rank Scuda- 
more, in the Globe, it is capable uf 
upsetting all known calculations of 
its flight and range. Before the Battle 
of Omdurman a sick officer was taken 
across the Nile and placed under an 
awning at least 5,540 yards from the 
nearest point of possidie tire. This 
should have ensured h.m an ampie 
margin of safety, but none the less a 
stray builet ate tp the intervening 
three miles of desert, struck him in 
the head, and killed him. 

Shortly before the Battle of Giniss, 
in the Sudan, General Sir Archibald 
Hunter, Colonel Hackett-Thompson, 
C.., and another officer whose name 
escapes me, were reconnoitering 
through an opening in the wall of a 
disused sakeeyeh, or water-wheel. The 
hole in the wall was so small that the 
officers had to stand one behind the 
other to see anything. The officer 
whose name I forget was in front us- 
ing a pair of binoculars, while Sir 
Archibald Hunter was in the rear. 
The glint caused by the setting sun 
shining on the glass of the binoculars 
attracted the attention of a dervish 
who, together with others, was re.ir- 
ing along the Nile. He stopped, took 
a'm, and fired. It was a very good 
shot, for it sped through one lens 
of the binoculars, through the b,ain 
of the officer holdin thom, killed him 
on the spot, through the shoulder of 
Colonel Hacket-Thimpson, and finally 
lodged in the reas of Sir Archibald

made abroad would mean an addition 


of, roughly, one hundred : ilion dol- 
lars to Canadian trade, of which 
porbably twenty-five million dollars 


would be spent in wages, Such an add- 
ition to tha wages now paid in Can- 
ada would mean something in the re- 
duction of unempioymen and in the 
maintenance of agair standard of pay 
for the working classes. It is of far 
nore importance to the wage-earners 
themselves than i. is to our mapu- 
facturers that the “Made in Canada” 
movement should take practical and 
permanent form. 

War in Europe may lead to Can- 
adians learning more about their own! 
country and its holiday resorts. Not a 
single dollar that can possibly be kept 
in Canada should be allowed to es-

_ “Business may be intricate, but ite 
irst principles are s.mple. It ig an 
exchagne of commodities.

For 
continued commerce the gain must 
extend to both parties to the trans 
action. If the resultant advantage of 
a business deal insures to the benefit 
of one party only, there is an econom- 
ic defect. The buyer must benefit 
by his purchase as truly ag the seller 
by his sale. 

“In large matters the importing 
country is a gainer as truly as the 
exporitng country. It is so with 
small matters. Tle buyer gets from 
the grocer flour, from the hardwere 
man nails, from the lumber man lum- 
ber, and in each case the buyer an@ 
selier are bene..tted. The same buyer 
goes to the saloon to get wine or beer 
or whisky. The dealer makes a profit 
on the goods soid, But there isa 
break in our business principles. The 
buyer makes no gain, He parts with 
his share of the barter, and gets no 
thing valuable in return. At every- 
other counter thers was gain on both 
sides; here the gain is on one side 
only. The transaction limps; it ts 
alse to business principles. It re 
presents economic waste. It must 
cease, 


“It remains eternally true thet 
business to be legitimate must pro 
duce gain to both parties dealing. 

“The economic waste becomes # 
multiplied factor when the argument 
is extended to liquor's effect on the 
purchaser who consumes it.
